St. Stephen’s Green 


I wonder what is the exact meas urement 
round the railings of St. Stephen’s Green 
to-day. While consulting some eighteenth 
century newspapers recently, I chanced 
upon an interesting account of two wagers 
as to the length of time it would take to 
walk round the Green. 

In 1789 a gentleman succeeded in 
walking nine times round. the outside in 
less than an hour; he took 56 minutes, 
to be exact, and thereby won a wager 
which ran, I understand, to some hundreds

of pounds. LEarlier in the century a one- - 


legged Dublin news-hawker named White 
actually hopped round the Green in 
twenty-five minutes, without the aid of a 
stick, Yet another interesting bet is 
recorded in the following year 1754. 
Stephen’s Green was at that time bounded 
by a hedge and a ditch The wager con 
sisted of leaping the ditch and hedge on 
the north side “in and out in one minute.”’ 
We are not told the name of the officef 
who accomplished this feat. It is merely 
recorded that he was wearing boots, and 
that he won a considerable sum. How 
prosaic we have all become since these 
days. Who nowadays would even think 
of betting a one-lecged man not to hop 
round the railings in under an hour? 


The English Tourist

visitors have departed to their native land, 
taking with them a rich store of anecdotes 
of “ those witty Irish,” told with the 
inimitable pseudo-Irish accent of the 
Englishman. One such story which I have 
heard from a tourist will probably enter- 
tain many a Saxon who has never yet 
ventured across the sea into this dangerous 
land of ours.

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THE NATION OF 
SHIPS 
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AY I. R. A. WEENINK, Consul-General 


for the Netherlands, read a paper 

yesterday before the meeting of the 
Dublin Rotary Club, in which he sketched 
the conditions in Holland within the last 
century. He started with the beginning of 
the seventeenth century, in which, he said, 
the period of greatness for Holland began. 
Trade and shipping, as well as art and 
science, were at their maximum. The country 
became rich, and enormous sums were spent 
on luxuries. They were at that time the 
trades people of the world, and their ships 
were found on nearly every sea. An enormous 
trade was done in corn, wood, furs and 
metals, fish, wines, fruits. - Amsterdam at 
that period was the centre of the world’s 
trade. The shipbuilding reached such a pitch 
that one firm was stated to have said that 
they could deliver one ship a day for years 
to come. Its pottery work was known all 
over the world. In the country cattle and 
stock-breeding remained the principal means 
of existénce, and as there was need for land 
the drainage of some lakes in the north-west 
Was carried out. Holland. through all the 
centuries, had its. greatest enemy in the sea 
and the rivers. It made of the Dutch a hard. 
working serious race, and one of the leading 
water-engineering countries in the world. 
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money. Another war with England broke 
out, in which Holland lost the greater part 
of her colonies. Consequently trade decreased 
considerably, industries went down, and 
poverty increased. Peace with England in 
1802 brought Holland back fall her colonies, 
with the exception of Ceylon, which since 
belongs to England. 

Messrs. Van Rossum’s concern, said Mr. 
Weenink, is well-known for the building of 
sugar factories. They had built three factories 
in Ireland, and when, ten years ago, thie 
first sugar factory in Carlow had to be 
erected this firm competed with a Belgian 
concern. That the Holland concern had not 
been successful was not the fault of Pro- 
fessor Magennis, “whose eloquent speech in 
the Dail of over three hours in favour of 
my countrymen I listened to with much 
interest and pleasure.” 

In the last few years new industries had 
been established in Holland, and new 
factories had been built, the policy being 
somewhat like that which is being pursued 
here in Ireland. 

In conclusion, he expressed the hope that 
the new industries here would steadily grow. 
and, with the improvement of the difficult 
times in which we are still living, will make 
Saorstat Eireann a prosperous and happy 
country. if

This week 1 found it necessary to 
consult one such volume, and, after some 
research, found the following paragraph, 
which I have since committed to memory: 
“ Colour is the name given to dis- 
tinguish the various sensations that lights 
of various rates of vibration give to the 
eye. .. + .

HERE is some peculiar esthetic 
quality about colour, I find, that 
affects my sense of the dramatic; and it 
was because of this that I consulted the 
aforesaid tome in the hope, vain as it 
proved to be, of discovering, for instance, 
why at the most dramatic part of the 
film I was more interested to observe the 
hue of the actors’ faces, or of a carpet, 
or a distant mountain range, than the 
actual action of the scene. Perhaps it is 
because it is all so new—for there is no 
doubt that at the moment the thing is an 
entertaining novelty—and with age it may 
wear away. 

One certainty emerges from it all. The 
coloured films, if all of them be as perfect 
as this example, have come to stay; and 
if I may make a prediction I would say 
that within two years only every second 
film released in this country will be in 
monochrome. At the same time, and leav- 
ing colour out of the question, it is clear 


for this new development is not so good 
as it might be. Also I found the sound 
recording lamentably bad, and sometimes 
the voices of the actors were completely 
indistinct.

FRENCH ATTITUDE 


M. Basiid (French Minister of Commerce) 
followed, and explained. the attitude ol 
France in connection with the economic 
situation, 

On the day following the devaluation the 
French Government had -made a _ gesture 
without precedence in economic history, By 
decree it had suppressed nearly a quarter 
of its quotas, reduced from 15 to 20 per cent. 
the Customs duties on productions that were 
not subject to quotas and had reduced by 
20 per cent. the licences on quoted articles. 

“This gesture óí France was a purely 
unilateral decision, said M Bastid, but we 


hope that our effort will be followed by other 


countries. The final aim of our economic 
action is to see the complete removal of all 
obstacles devised by the ingenuity of Govern- 
ments that impede the free circulation of 
merchandise, capital, and men. 

“If, however, we want to see these handi- 
caps done away with, we subordinate our 
attitude to an essential condition. We do not 
wish the return of monetary liberty to in- 
crease the means of evasion at the disposal 
of capital to evade its fiscal obligations. 
Fiscal evasion is an international evil, 
and we are determined to fight it inter- 
nationally. The French delegation’ will 
submit a resolution to this effect.” 


THE PROBLEM OF 
INSOMNIA 


LECTURE BY DR. 
NORTHRIDGE 


—————— 


“Sleep and the Problem of Insomnia’’ 
was the subject of a lecture delivered last 
night by the Rev. W. L. Northridge, M.A., 
B.D., Ph.D., at the Harvest Praise Service 
in the Methodist Chu ch, Rathmines. 

Dr. Northridge said that he had not found 
any adequate definition of sleep. The de- 
fimtion, a rest tin.e from consciousness, was 
not complete or adequate. The mind func- 
tioned while they had a state of rest. Every- 
body dreamt, though the dreams might elude 
them, and they dic. not realise that they had 
dreamed at all. Dreaming was mantfestly 
very subtle thinking. - he function of dream- 

ing was to keep one asleep. If they could 
not dream they might wake up half a dozen 
times during the might. In dreams they got 
im an unreal way What nature craved for. 

Sleep was a provision for the restoration 
of energy and was closely related to the 
alternations of day and night. The recupe- 
rative value of sleep was enormous. One 
could do more easily without food a long 
period than without sleep. The more build- 
img up their bodies needed the longer was 
the period of sleep. As compared with the 
mental worker, the peasant and the ifliterate 
sleep the more easily ard deeply and for 
longer periods than the orain worker who had 
been pouring out nothing bui nervous energy. 


‘SECRET OF PEACEFUL 
SLEEP 


The main fact that they saw alout sleep 
was that it was rhythmic. Life consisted of 
periods of wakefalactivily and adaptation to 
reality and pertods of relaxation and re- 

ession into the umcomsciousness of sleep. 
Not everybody managed to experience the 
perfectly balanced mind, and so either 
adaption to reality became incomplete or 
sleep afiected aud interrupted, and 
so there emerged the problem of insomnia. 
There were many different forms of insomnia 
and of physiological and psychological cause. 
H- advised people suffering from insomnia to 
consult a doctor, though sometimes the cause 
might be - paye i 

Phe secret of peaceful sleep was a tranquil 
mind. Dr. Northridge mentroned massage, 
reading, ete., as means of securing sleep, and 
finally referred to the Eat religion in 
helping to create a peaceful mind.

girls.

BELFAST, Monday. 

Councillor Francis J. Holland, ex-High 
Sheriff of Belfast, bas resigned from the 
Belfast Corporation owing to disagreement 
with the policy of the Corporation to recrutt 
unskilled and semi-skilled labour direct instead 
of through the employment exchanges. 

Councillor Holland states :— i 

The whole future outlook in this connection 
is obscure in the extreme. It clearly emerges, 
however, that the majority of the members 
of the Corporation do not desire to establish 
a neutral and impartial administration In con- 
nection with the employment of labour, but, 
in spite of the emphatic warnings of the Lord 
Mayor and others, they wish to have the old 
vicious system of patronage re-established in 
one form or other. There was talk of this 
patronage being exercised openly by each 
member of Council receiving the power to 
nominate a proportion of the men to he 
employed. This line will searcely be followed, 
as no Councillor would be able to secure 
employment for more than a fraction of his 
friends and hangers-on, and so he would give 
Offence to the rest. 

A scheme for the establishment of an un- 
employment register at the City Hall has been 
also suggested, but there has been no count- 
ing of the cost. Of unemployed men alone 
there are about 22,000 in the city. Each one 
of these has a right to have his claim for 
employment considered. by the Belfast Cor- 
poration. This involves an overwhelming 
amount. of clerical work and the setting ups 
of an organisation parallel to the Labour Ex. 
change ahd almost equal to it in scope and 
extent, The staff administering such a de- 
partment would, of course, be under the con- 
trol of the members of the Corporation, and 
would he subjected to that constant pressure 
which members have been unable so far to 
exercise over those in charge of the employ- 
ment exchange s 

If either of the foregoing 
taken up, &he Corporation will ph re- 
vert to the methods swept aside by the wave 
of reform which following the housing scan- 
dals. Then nominally the heads of depart- 
ments had full power in the matter of the 
engagement of men—actunally, however, most 
of them were forced to engage only the 
nominees of Councillors. Nominally they 
had power to dismiss unsatisfactory employés 
—actually few of then: dare allow Conn- 
cillers’ nominees to be sacked without risk 
of dire consequences to themselves or to the 
responsible official. 

What prospect will there be for the rate- 
payers getting satisfactory service if any of 
the above three methods is followed? I 
leave it te the common-sense of the working 
men of Belfast, including the 22,000 who are 
unemployed, to consider whether they would 
have a better chance of fair play under the 
Unemployment Exchange, if the system were 
carefully supervised, or under any organisa- 
tion administered from the City Hall. 

I am absolutely out of accord with the 
step which has just been taken by the 
Council. This step can only result in un- 
satisfactory and inefficient men being foisted 
on the heads of the various departments and 
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schemes is

HE Labour Party annual conference, 
a which was held at Edinburgh yester- 

day, endorsed the policy of the National 
Council of Labour in favour of non-inter- 
|-vention in Spain, after a debate which 
showed that several prominent party leaders 
were not in agreement. with the policy. 

On a show of hands, the majority of the 
delegates were against the resolution sub- 
mitted bv Mr. Arthar Greenwood, M.P., on 
behalf of the National Executive, but a card 


against, the resolution being carried by a 
majority of 1,317,000. 

In addition to Mr. Greenwood, among 
those who supported the resolution were Mr. 
© R. Attlee, leader of the Opposition: Mr. 
Ernest Bevin, and Mr. George Hicks, M.-P. 

Those who opposed included Dr. Addison, 
Sir Charles Trevelyan, and Mr. P. Noel 
Baker, M.P. 

Mr. Greenwood asked the conference to 
trust the National Council of Labour. 
‘They are not the men who world light. 
heartedly let this movement down, but thev 
are not men, and women, who are prepared 
to lead this country into war.” he said. 

There were very grave doubts as to the 
effectiveness of the non-intervention agree- 
ment, but the alternative was free trade in 
armaments on both sides, and which side 
was going to get the most. If the British 
Government dropped the embargo, not one 
single munition of war could go out of Great 
Britain. without the approval of the Govern- 
ment. Did they suppose that anything 
would go from England, or that the moni 
tion manufactaorers of Britain were friendly 
towards the Spanish Government? 

‘‘Is this horrible situation, which has 
almost broken the hearts of many of us, to 
be allowed to develop into one which in- 
volves Europe in a great European struggle? 
Is this Conference prepared to have a battle 
between democracy and dictatorship ever the 
bleeuing body of Spain?” 

“Sir Charles Trevelyan said that surely 
there had never been a situation in which 
it was more obvious that playing for safety 
meant the creation of another Fascist State 
in Europe, and would imevitably bring war. 
Why could not the Labour Party have 
demanded the calling of Parliament, and 
why could they not have demanded that the 
League of Nations shonld decide whether or 
net arms should be supplied to the Spanish 
Government ?

Lost Content 


Will our generation live to see the ways 
of peace once more? Will the quiet 
happiness of homes that we knew in youth 
return in our time? It is in little things 
that the loss of former tranquillity is felt 
most poignantly—the disappearance of 
gentle hobbies, for example, in two 
decades when the tradition of their 
practice was lost through the distractions 
of conflict. The gravest aspect of the 
loss is this: that a generation not familiar 
with the charms of peace is apt to value 
peace lightly. Revolution is detestable— 
or, at best, a grim necessity that must be 
suffered and ought to be forgotten 
quickly—to people who were reared in a 
steady, conservative world, with home life 
as its greatest’ treasure, and home made 
dear by studious interests that a family 
shared in gentle enjoyment of a garden 
and good books, music and homely 
laughter. Those reared amid revolution, 
we fear, are like young people reared on 
stimulants—they would not feel at ease 
without excitement. Shocks to the State 
they enjoy rather than fear, and peace to 
them is tedium. Every movement that 
fosters mild, serious interests is a healing 
movement, knitting wp the 
broken nerves, and working for peace by 
proving that peace is attractive. The 
uneasy Continent would gain if some 
statesmen who came to power out of a 
youth spent adventurously could be 
brought together in some old-world house, 
where life moves to the kindly rhythm of 
the past. Our own little island would 
profit, by a lesson of the same kind, given 
to men of wrath who never have known the 
We are not 


nation’s 


sweetness of the quiet life. 
pleading for what is called “ pacifism,’ or 
escape from strife at any cost. Struggles 
will not end in our day; they are, in 
truth, a condition of mundane existence. 
It is of strife for strife’s sake that we 
complain. 

A homely example of the decay of peace 
is found in an appeal by the Editor of the 
Irish Builder and Engineer. This well- 
known champion of the arts lately deplored 
the current lack of interest in sketching. 
He hoped for a respons: from students of 
architecture and others, who would tell 
what they were doing with the pencil and 
crayon, the wash brush and the etching 
needle; but none came. Nobody boasted 
that he had sketched old streets in Dublin, 
or pencilled the quaint lines of tholsels 
in our older country towns. Undaunted, 
the ssthetic Editor has invited sketchers 
to send him examples of their work for 
reproduction. He prints an example of 
the sketching art from England, wherein 
someone has caught the calm lines of a 
typical English country house, with its 
small-paned windows and tiled roof, its 
peaked gable, tasteful furnishing of trees 
and rustic fencing. To an Irish eye, that 
dwelling h-s the flat situation which we 
find distasteful ; but where is the sketcher 
who will discover the same dignity in an 
Irish homestead—it abounds in many— 
and will repreduce it in fine lines? 
Perhaps, the Jrish Builder says, a sketcn- 
ing club could be founded to promote the 
practice of the art among architectural] 
students and others who are interested 
as every educated person ought to be—in 
It is a proposal that de- 
serves ; support.

the householder’s free will and choice. 
The neglect of art instruction in the 
curricula of recent years—crowded so 
heavily with subjects of small educational 
worth—has caused young people to grow 
up with dulled appreciation. Ugly houses 
and handsome. dwellings are not dis 
tinguished when the young eye never has 
been familiarised to proportion, rhythm, 
harmony of line and colour, or the hand 
to the tracing of art. Neglect in this 
truly vital part of cultivation of the mind 
deprives home life of those interests 
which counted for so much in domestic 
content when the decoration of apartments 
and the laying-out of a shrubbery were 
the matter cf family councils.

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Currency and Commerce 


Yesterday Italy devalued the lira, 
thereby following France into -the new 
bloc of countries whose currency is linked, 
by more or less close ties, with sterling. 
Great Britain, the Irish Free State and the 
Scandinavian nations previously had 
formed the bloc; France, when she decided 
to establish a definite ratio between the 
pound and the franc, entered it, to all 
intents and purposes ; and since then her 
example has been followed by Switzerland, 
the Netherlands, Turkey, Greece, Latvia, 
Czechoslovakia, Italy and the Vatican 
City. As soon as a definite ratio has been 
fixed between the france and the dollar 
the United States automatically will form 
part of the group, and almost certainly 
will bring Mexico and the States of South 
America with her,. Altogether, a great and 
wealthy portion of the world will have its 
currencies fixed at a more or less equal 
level. The change hardly can fail to 
promote better trading relations. "Many 
of the tariffs and quota systems which 
have operated hitherto have been designed 
to combat the difference in currencies: 
France, for example, has been handicapped 
so severely in the race for trade by the 
high price of the franc that she has been 
compelled to restrict imports, by way of a 
counter-balance. In the future—at least 
theoretically—these particular restrictions 
will not be needed, and their removal 
actually seems to be inevitable. The 
French Government already has given an 
earnest to the future. It has decreed a 
general reduction in its customs tariff, the 
suspension of several quota orders and a 
lowering of duties on many imported 
articles. Italy has taken a very similar 
step. It is true that these countries have 
acted so in order to counteract the evil 
effects of a rise in prices, following upon 
the devaluation of the franc and lira; but 
they presumably will ask—and will have 
every reason to expect—a quid pro quo

The “‘ Fascist Threat ” 


Several of the English newspapers, com- 
menting yesterday on Sunday’s rioting in 
the East End of London, were inclined to 
take a rather serious view of the situation 
It is true that there was an unpleasant 
disturbance when Sir Oswald Mosley tried 
to parade his British Fascists through a 
district which has a notorious dislike of 
Fascists, and that there may be even 
greater unpleasantness if he is allowed to 
make the attempt again. Yet his strange 
experiment, childish and dangerous as it 
was, should be a matter for satisfaction 
rather than fear. It illustrates again— 
although the arrests and the broken heads 
seem at first sight to deny it—the extra- 
ordinary tolerance and sense of discipline 
which the British people can number 
among their real virtues. Batons were 
used in the clash between Fascisis and 
Communists in London, but what weapons 
would have been used in a corresponding 
clash in the streets of Paris, Berlin, or 
Dublin? On Sunday Sir Oswald Mosley 
did a thing which would have been 
suicidal in almost any other capital in the 
world. He paraded his supporters through 
streets where he knew that they and their 
opinions were most bitterly disliked, but 
nothing worse occurred than a few scuffles 
between the police and excited members of 
the crowd. Sir Oswald, in spite of his 
peaked cap, ‘impressive uniform, and 
almost Hitlerian moustache, is never 
likely to become Dictator in England, 
because the public is not excited hy 
political experiments, and neither approves 
not hates his doctrine strongly enough to 
make it dangerous. The ordinary English- 
man is not ofraid of a “ Fascist threat ’’ ; 
he can afford to listen to Sir Oswald 
Mosley with the same large’ tolerance as 
he employs while listening to the ordtors 
in Hyde Park on a Sunday morning. 
Tempers may be roused now and again, 
but they are never likely to reach a point 
where their owners will begin to think 
seriously of dying on the barricades or of 
hanging the opposing faction from the 
lamp-posts.

In “ Bluire Parpéir ' he 
has succeeded in overcoming this defect, 
with the result that he provides the Gaelic 
Players with a drama of love and destiny 
of a kind that no dramatist writing in Irish 
has attempted with anything like success. 
Unfortunately only a few of the players in 
this piece are equal to their task, but their 
effort is enough to justify the separate exist- 
ence of An Comhar Dramuiochta. In order 
of merit these players are Gearoid 0 Laoch- 
lainn, Caitlin Ni Chatháin, Sean O Con:

Trade with France 


British commercial interests are givinz 
much consideration to the position created 
by the devaluation of the frane and the 
reduction in the French import duties. 
Substantial increases in British coal ex. 
ports to France are likely as a result of 
the reduction in the duty by twenty per 
cent., providing the quota restrictions are 
modified. Upon this point some un- 
certainty exists, though in any case a more 
satisfactory quota is regarded as inevit- 
able. British manufacturers as a whole 
are by no means certain that they will 
benefit to any substantial extent by the 
AMeparture of France trom the gold 
standard, masmuch as French products 
will be able to compete in neutral markets 
on a more advantageous footing. A more 
satisfactory aspect of the position is the 
belief that the volume of internationa! 
commercs is likely to be greater owing to 
an atmosphere of greater stability which 
currency changes have brought about. 


Air Travel 


The devaluation of the currencies o! 
several European conntries has affected 
the finances of the air travel companies, 
and there is to be a meeting in Paris next 
week with a view to discussing a cut in 
fare prices. The position is highly com- 
plicated because, in order to make air 
travel more accessible, fares were reduced 
when Great Britain went off the gold 
standard, and in many cases a sort of un- 
official sterling franc rate of 90 to the 
pound was settled by mutual agreement. 
The point is important, because air travel 
looks like beating all former records this 
year. 


Argentine - Meat 


Negotiations between Great Britain and 
the Argentine, which have been in progress 
for some time, have not yet reached a 
point enabling an. announcement to be 
made regarding the terms of the. new pact 
to replace the trade agreement which 
expires next month. According to un- 
oficial reports, recent discussions have

shortly. The Argentine 
Government was unable to accept the 
British proposal for the levy of an import 
duty of about a penny a pound on meat 
entering Great Britain, and the conversa- 
tions have revolved mainly. round this 
point. It is believed that a duty of just 
over a halfpenny a pound may be agreed 
to by the Argentine and accepted by Great 
Britain, conditionally upon foreign ex- 
change facilities in favour of British goods 
being given. 


Taking No Chances 


The possibility of a siege of the British 
Embassy in Madrid has been considered 
by the British Chargé d’Affair?s, Mr. 
Ogilvie Forbes, and it has been calculated 
that the building will be able to hold out 
on its own resources for a fortnight. The 
number of British subjects in Madrid at 
present is estimated as 150, and there will 


.be room for all these in the Embassy, 


where dormitories have been fitted up, and 
where Mr. Ogilvie Forbes has accumulated 
sufficient reserve stores to feed 200 people 
for the fortnight. Food is still fairly 
plentiful in the city hotels and restaurants, 
but the British Embassy is already on 
siege rations, and the guests are fed on 
bully beef. Mr. Ogilvie Forbes has had 
experience of emergency matters before. 
as he was Chargé d’ Affaires during revolu 
tions in Mexico and in Baghdad during the 
Assyrian troubles.

FIREMAN 


Three firemen are missing, believed to 
have been killed, by the collapse of the 
floors of a burning building in Pearse 
street, Dublin, early this morning. 

The fire, which destroyed the factory of 
Exide Batteries (Ireland), Ltd., 164 
Pearse street, and the adjoining house 
(No. 163), had been subdued, and the 
firemen were being recalled from the 
building by Gaptain Gonnolly, who 
was in charge, when it was found that 
the men were missing. 

They had been working in the basement, 
and it seems certain that they were 
von by the collapse of the ground 

oor, 

Search in the smouldering ruins was con- 
ducted by firemen and police under 
perilous conditions, as the walls 


threatened to collapse at any moment. 
A severed gas-pipe was. blazing 
fiercely, affording a weird light for 
the searchers. 

A beam crashed on Fireman Crowe, who 
was one of the search party, and he 
was so seriously injured that he was 
rushed in the ambulance immediately 
to Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. 

A priest who was hurriedly summoned 
from the adjacent presbytery of 
St. Andrew, Westland row, stood by 
throughout the night, ready to 
minister to any of the men should 
they be discovered alive. 

The firemen continued to dig into the 
débris in the burnt-out house, and an 
attempt was also made to cut a way 
into the street to cut off the gas which 
was burning.

ESCAPE OF FAMILY OF 
SEVEN PERSONS

A family of seven had a very narrow 
escape from being trapped in their 
flat at the top of 164 Pearse street, 
Dublin, last night, when fire—which ulti- 
mately destroyed the house and that 
adjoining—broke out on the ground floor. 

A dull explosion and the sound of break- 
ing glass roused Mr. Thomas J. Kelly, 
who was in bed, at abqut 11 o'clock, and 
when he looked out of his room he saw 
smoke pouring from the ground floor, 
which “is occupied by Exide Batteries 
(Ireland), Ltd. He immediately called 
his wife and five children, who were also 
in bed, and, partly clad, they all rushed 
into the street. 


FACTORY DESTROYED 


Within a few minutes the factory was 
completely in flames, and another explo- 
sion, apparently caused by _ stored 
chemicals, was heard, and parts of the first 
floor collapsed. The Fire Brigade. arrived 
from Tara street, which is about a quarter 
of a mile from the scene of the fire; but 
the men’s efforts were hampered, it was 
said, by the low pressure of the water. 

The ground floor of the building, which 
was of three storeys, rapidly became a 
flaming mass of débris, and the upper 
arts caught fire as though made of paper. 
Vindows fell out on to the street, and 
huge showers of flying sparks were blown 
on to the heads of the large crowd which 
had formed a semi-circle around the burn- 
ing building. 

SECOND HOUSE INVOLVED 

Firemen were constantly in danger 
from the falling fragments of window 
frames and parts of the walls, which 
cracked under the fierce heat. A 
third explosion alarmed the watch- 
ing crowd, but did not appear to add 
to the force of the flames, which had 
by then spread to engulf the whole build- 
ing. A strong breeze drove the flames 
towards the adjoining house (No. 
which was luckily only of about half the 
height of that in which the fire broke out, 
and did not catch fire.

gained strength every moment, and shortly 
the rear of No. 163 was seen to be alight.

Both the Italian devaluaticn and the 
lowering of tariff and quota restrictions 
which accompany it are welcomed in Paris 
as facilitating trade between the two 
countries, and as a step towards economie 
co-operation.- They are likely to have a

OLAND, in the immediate future, is 
to have the responsibility of putting 
an end to the unsatisfactory situation in 
Danzig. The Council met this evening at 
seven o'clock with only this question on 
the agenda, and Lord Cranborne, Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, submitted 
the following resolution :—‘* Considering 
that it is necessary to seek a means of 
utting an end to the obstruction offered 
ie the Danzig Government to the High 
Commissioner in the exercise of his func- 
tions, and to render fully effective the 
guarantee of the League of Nations; con- 
sidering, on the other hand, that the 
Statute of the Free City was conceived in 
order to ensure, in the best conditions 
possible, the well-being of Danzig ; .d the 
maintenance of the rights accorded to 
Poland by the international instruments 
in force—the Council invites the Polish 
Government to seek, on behalf of the 
Council, means of putting an end to the 
situation described in the general report 
of the High Commissioner, and thus of 
rendering fully effective the guarantee of 
the League of Nations, and to make a 
report on this subject at its next session. 
“Tt also requests the Committee of 
Three to continue to follow the question. 
“The Council declares its readiness, in 
view of the importance of the question, to 
hold a special session, in case of need, to 
deal with it.” 
This resolution was adopted after Lord 
Cranborne, M. Delbos and the Swedish 
representative had spoken. 


MR. LESTER’S REPORT 


Accompanying the report of the Com- 
mittee of Three were reports by Mr. Sean 
Lester on recent developments in the City 
of Danzig. 

The following extract from these reports 
shows what a very serious position con- 
fronted him :— 

“The documents already sent to the 
Council Committee show that the head of 
the local government (Herr Greiser) 
followed up his Geneva declaration by 
statements to the public Press in which 
he said he would in future completely 
ignore any request by the High Com- 
missioner in connection with the Constitu- 
tion. 

“Within a fortnight decrees had been 
issued, some of which seemed to be of a 
character to which immediate attention 
must be drawn. 

“One of these decrees of July 16th 
related to the transmission to political 
‘officers’ of information of a kind which 
was considered ot be against the interests 
of the State. This, together with police 
activities at the door of my office, would 
presumably exclude responsible citizens 
from the possibility of exercising the right 
to present petitions. 


PAPERS SUPPRESSED 


‘There has, in consequence, been no 
direct contact with my office since the 
Council’s last meeting. At the time of 
the last meeting of the Council (July) 
there were published in Danzig four or 
five newspapers representing the Catholic 
Centre Party, the Social Democratic 
Party, the German Nationalist Party and 
others. 

“All these newspapers have since been 
suppressed for long periods, ranging from 
five months to a year, and during the past 
weeks the only newspapers published have 
been two daily newspapers supporting the 
Government’s policy. 

““ The situation at the time of writing— 
September 12th—in Danzig is, therefore, 
that the President of the Senate has 
followed up his statement at the last. 
Council meeting by other declarations and 
actions which may affect the Constitution 
and the League guarantee of the Constitu- 
tion. 

‘Every vestige of the opposition Press 
has been abolished. A series of laws has 
been issued, and as some of these at any 
rate seem to come within the sphere of 
my instructions I have forwarded them to 
the Council. 


NUMEROUS INSULTS 


““ Frequent attacks upon the High Com- 
missioner in relation to his duties continue 
to be made. The Senate, apparently in 
pursuance of their declared policy, have so 
far refused to take note of letters asking 
them for their observations with regard to 
the constitutionality of various Tavera: 
ment actions. 

“Under a Council decision of May 22nd, 
1951, the Senate is obliged to supply in- 
formation at the request of the High Com- 
missioner with regard to all the public 
affairs of the Free City. This is no longer 
being done.” 

In another portion of the report Mr. 
Lester describes how detectives were posted 
at his door, and stopped all visitors, in- 
cluding three foreign Consuls established 
in Danzig, until they had identified them- 
selves and explained the purpose ‘of their 
visit

RESOLUTION 


ACTION BY THE LORD 
MAYOR

O N the ground that it contained 
innuendos that were unfair to the 
Government of the country, the Lord 
Mhyor of Dublin (Alderman Byrne, T.D.), 
at a meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
last night, ruled out of order the latter 
portion of a resolution, proposed by Mr. 
J. J. Byrne, condemning “ the ruthless 
savagery’ of the war in Spain, and 
making recommendations regarding the 
relations of the Free State with Spain. 

The full resolution read as follows:— 

“That the Corporation of Dublin deeply 
deplores the ruthiess savagery of the war 
in Spain, the wanton destruction of 
Catholic churches and the execution of 
non-combatants, clerical and lay, contrary 
to all rules of civilised warfare; and in 
view of recent events the City Council 
requests the Government to consider the 
termination of the special trade relations 
with the Spanish Government.”’ 


LORD MAYOR’S RULING 


The Lord Mayor said:—I have given 
most careful consideration to the terms of 
the motion lodged by Councillor J. J. 
Byrne. In common with the people of 
this country, I deplore the savagery and 
the outrages which have occurred in con- 
nection with the unhappy conflict in 
Spain, but I am satisfied that the question 
of the severance of trade reiations between 
the Governments of Spain and of Saorstat 
Eireann is not a matter within the com- 
petence of the Dublin City Council. It is 
entirely outside the functions which the 
City Council has to perform, and is 
furthermore a controversial subject, which 
would, in my opinion, give rise to scenes 


Council, which would not reflect credit on 
the Corporation or the City of Dublin. 

It is a matter which is entirely outside 
the scope of the City Council. We all 
agree that the Government of our country, 
fully sensible of its grave responsibility, 
is fully alive to the situation and is doing 
what it thinks is best for the country and 
we give the Government our confidence. 


“EXTRAORDINARY 
POSITION ” 


Mr. Byrne said that as the authority at 
the moment rested in the hands of the 
Lord Mayor he had no option but to 
accept his ruling most reluctantly. It was 
an extraordinary position of affairs that 
the first public authority 

The Lord Mayor—No, no. 1 will not 
allow you to go on that line. You must 
move the motion of sympathy or con- 
demnation—by innuendo you have sug- 
gested things in the resolution that. are 
not fair to our Government or to our 
country. 

Mr. Byrne—Am I to understand that |! 
am only free to move the motion without 
speaking ? 

The Lord Mayor—Yes. 

Mr. Byrne—Then I have no right, title 
or option to speak to the motion which I 
have proposed. 

The Lord Mayor—lIt is because of the 
innuendos contained in your motion, [| 
greatly fear that you would say something 
that will not be fair to our Government, 
and the danger that one man in saying 
anything like that gives everybody else 
the right of reply. 


THE RESOLUTION 


Mr. Byrne then moved the portion of 
the resolution as outlined by the Lord 
Mayor, and Mrs. Maud Walsh seconded. 

The resolution was passed as follows 
without further discussion :— 

“That the Corporation of . Dublin 
deeply deplores the ruthless savagery ol 
the war in Spa.n, the wanton destruction 
of Catholic churches, and the execution 
of non-combatants, clerical and lay, con 
trary to all rules of civilised warfare.’’

MR. DE VALERA’S VIEW ON 
NOMINATED HOUSE 


pe on 
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By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


N the absence of any authoritative in- 
formation as to the findings of the 
(‘commission on the Second Chamber com- 
ment and speculation as to the construc- 
tion of the new House are persistent in 
political circles. Even if the Commission’s 
report were available it would not help 
a great deal; for the final word remains 
with the Executive Council. It must be 
expected that in the constitution of the 
new House will be found its vital differ- 
ence from the late Senate. President de 
Valera, in his frequent speeches on the 
subject, invariably expressed doubts as 
to the desirability of any Second House, 
but the one point on which he was always 
definite and emphatic was that, “ as at 
present constituted,’’ the Senate must go. 
With regard to its constitution it is 
common knowledge that many people who 
believed firmly in a Second Chamber held 
the view in regard to the late Senate that 
very radical changes were necessary, 
especially to check the tendency which the 
existing machinery for the election of 
members made inevitable. The first 
scheme of election made the whole of the 
Free State a single constituency, and the 
whole of the people the electorate. One 
election was “ar aeáin to show that this 
was impracticable and unsatisfactory. 
Then it was changed to election by the 
Dail and the Senate voting together. 
Thereupon it became a trial of strength 
between the two political parties, and as a 
result the subsequent triennial elections 
brought additional strength to the party 
in power, which naturally had the majority 
When the present Government 
came into office they found a very substan. 
tial majority of Senators against them 
One triennial election and a series of by 
elections turned the scales considerably, 
and when the Senate was finally abolished 
the Government had virtually reached an 
equality with its opponents. 


THE NEED OF CHANGE 


Even among the Senators themselves the 
need of change was realised, and when the 
Government proposed to reduce the power 
of delaying bills from eighteen months to 
three months the Senate passed a resolu- 
tion asking that a joint committee of both 
Houses should be set up to report on what 
changes were necessary in the constitution 
and powers of that House. This proposal! 
was ignored by the Government. 

In the Irish Times of September 30th 
it was suggested that the members of the 
new Chamber, on the recommendation of 
the Commission, might be elected by the 
Dail alone. This would not, of course, 
alter the vicious trend of the previous 
system The Socond Honse would again 
become the home of political adherents of 
the Government in power. To counteract 
this in some wy it is said that the Com- 
mission have recommended a scheme of 
nomination by which the President would 
nominate a certain proportion of the mem- 
bers of the new Chamber. The prigciple 
of nomination is not new. Half of the 
first Senate was nominated by Mr. 
Cosgrave ; and it is admitted generally. 
though perhaps, not by the present 
Government's supporters, that that first 
Senate was as near to perfection as could 
be secured. President do Valera’s opinions 
as to nomination are on record. Speaking 
on the second reading of the Senate 
Abolition Bill in April, 1934, he said they 
had ali the same ideas as to what an ideal 
Senate should be—men of probity, in- 
tegrity, and sound judgment—‘‘ but,’’ he 
exclaimed, ‘‘the world bas never been 
able to get that,’’ and he proceeded: 


POLITICAL 
CONSIDERATIONS 


“Political considerations in that House 
are going to determine votes, just as 
freely as political considerations determine 
them here. How are you going to get 
those men? Are they to be nominated by 
the Leader of the Opposition if he should 
be in power? Do you think that when 
nominating them he will not go through 
the list and make sure that there is a 
majority in that body which is not going 
to prevent him from putting his pro- 
gramme into execution? He would not be 
fair to himself or to the people who 
elected him if he did not do so. He would 
prove quite clearly that he had no belief 


who were going to oppose him.”’ 

And the President then added: “I 
frankly confess that if I had the nomina- 
tion, 1 would scan very closely the list of 
my nominees to see that I was not going 
to erect something which would be a 
harrier to the things that I thought should 
he done in the interests of the nation, and 
that the people had elected me to do. You 
cannot get away from these considerations. 
Nominate them? You have these political 
considerations in the nomination, and 
when you have nominated them what 
respect have the people for them? None. 
There have been nominated chambers, and 
their influence has been nil, because the 
people had no respect for them.”’ 

If, as appears likely to be the case, the 
new Senate, or whatever it is to be called, 
is devoid of any real powers in the matter 
of delaying or altering legislation, the 
main difficulty which Mr. de Valera fare. 
saw would not arise. He might, in fact, 
nominate the entire thirty or forty mem- 
bers, and they would never stand in his 
way, bnt, then. in his own words, “ what 
respect would the people have for them ?’’

16,000 MOORS BROUGHT ACROSS 
IN TEN DAYS

GIBRALTAR, Monday. 


Elaborate preparations are being made 
for the insurgents’ combined air, land and 
sea attack on Malaga, the important 
Spanish naval base sixty miles north-east 
of Gibraltar. The insurgent headquarters 
at Seville declare that the attack will be ° 
launched on Thursday-Friday of this | 
week, 

A British subject whose testimony may 
be regarded as very reliable arrived here 
from Cadiz this morning and reported 
intense activity in the naval yards there. 

Leading units of the insurgent fleet have 
been concentrating at Cadiz since Thurs- 
day last. They include the cruisers 
Canarias Republica and Almirante Cervera 
and the gunboat Dato. Anti-aircraft guns 
are being mounted on the three cruisers, 
apparently with a view to the Malaga 
operation. In addition, there are at Cadiz 
two steamers, the Ciudad de Canarias and 
the Ciudad de Tanger. 

All the ships have been painted dark 


grey and bear no names. 


RIFF SHARPSHOOTERS 


During the past ten days it is estimated 
that 16,000 troops, including Riffian 
sharpshooters, have been brought by air 
and ship from various Moroccan towns 
and landed at Cadiz, Jerez and Algeciras. 
They were shipped principally from 
Tetuan, Rio Martin, Larache and Ceuta. 
Altogether since the outbreak of the civil 
war on July 18th it is believed that nearly 
40.000 have crossed. 

Five armed trawlers from Ceuta 
(Morocco) arrived at Algeciras, across the 
Bay of Gibraltar, this morning and 
landed 1,000 Moroccan levies. Most of 
them wore ear-rings and nose-rings. The 
trawlers crossed the Straits nonchalantly 
without escort, showing that the passage 
is now in full command of the insurgents 
—as, in fact, it has been now for a whole 
week. : : 

No Government warship has been seen 
in the neighbourhood since last Tuesday’s 
decisive naval battle, in which the 
Government destroyer Almirante Fer- 
randiz was sunk by the insurgent cruiser 
Canarias. 


NEW GUNS FOR OLD 


It has now been established that the 
only naval ship between the Straits and 
Alicante, three hundred miles up the 
Mediterranean coast, is the submarine B5, 
which is now at Malaga. 

Four 12-inch guns have recently been 
mounted at Algeciras, and also ten anti- 
aircraft guns on the sea-front close to the 
Hotel Reina Cristina. In addition the 
old guns of Carnero Point Battery, which 
guards the approach to Algeciras from the 
Straits, have been replaced by four 8-inch 
pieces. : 

It is estimated that, in addition to the 
troop movements by sea, Riffians are being 
brought over from Morocco by air at the 
rate of seventy per hour. They are 
landed at Jerez. about ten miles inland 
from the Bay of Cadiz. These flights take 
place daily. the machines all being either 
Italian or German three-engined ’planes, 
painted black. 


TO ATTACK MALAGA | 


When. the attack on Malaga is launched 
it is understood that over 5,000. Moors, 
headed by Riffian sharpshooters, will form 
the advance guard on a series of fronts 
encircling the town, based respeetively on 
Guadiaro, Casares, Colmenar and Ante- 
quera. The rearguard will be comp--2d 
of Foreign Legion troops, levies and 
Fascist volunteers. 

His Majesty’s destroyer Acasta arrived 
this morning from Carthagena and landed 
eight refugees. 

Many Spanish refugees at present in 
Gibraltar are applying to the Governor for 
naturalisation. ae: 

The proclamation of General Franco as 
“Chief of State” was made in a public 
ceremony in Algeciras at noon to-day in 
the presence of the principal authorities 
and thousands of townspeople.

There have. been air raids on. the 
capital—one of them spectacular—and, 
though they seem to have made ‘little im- 
pression, the faces of the Madrilenos may 
take on a more serious expression with 
the growing moon. 

There is a popular dread of gas, not 
shared, apparently, in official quarters, 
Since no gas masks have yet been distri- 
buted among the population. Instructions 
to run to cellars in case of bombardment 
and to climb to upper storeys if gas bombs 
fall have been widely placarded. 

The necessity for a less wasteful system 
of supply is as real as a more comprehen- 
sive direction of military operations. The 
improvisation which has been a feature cf 
the last two months must be reduced. It 
is by no means easy for an understaffed 
and almost untrained army to achieve

His 
association was well aware that there is a 
reduncancy of shops engaged in the retail dis- 
tribution of drapery goods. All along the 
Drapers’ Chamber of Trade had urged the 
Government to adopt a repart of the Poaiinie- 
sion on the Registration of Shops, whereby 
compulsory licensing of retail traders would 
come into force with the object of preventing 
an excessive multipiication of shops and for 
protectong the various interests of retail 
traders and their employés. 

He further stated that if the Government 
decided to legislate for the licensing of shops 
the Drapers’ Chamber cf Trade would be only 
too pleased to act in an advisory capacity as 
far as the drapery trade is concerned. 


LICENSED TRADE 

In the opinion of a well-known member of 
the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Associa- 
tion, the 46,000 shops in the Free State could 
be reduced to 20.000, and there would still 
be more than sufficient for distribution pur- 
poses in this country. 

As if the position was not bad enough, as 
the census revealed, the tendency since 1933 
has been towards a much larger increase in 


the number of shops each vear than in any 
year previous.

RETAIL TOBACCONISTS 


The retail tobacconist view was given hy 
an official of the Dublin and Provincial Retail 
Tobacconists’ Association. He said that the 
association maintained that the number ot 
shops revealed in the census was entirely too 
great to ensure either a fair distributian 
of BE eg i or that goods would reach. the 
hands ef consumers at a reasonable price. 

‘* Examination of the list under thirty-four 
classifications,’ he said “will reveal to retail 
tebacconists the fact that at least seventeen 
of the differently classified shops are handling 
cigarettes or cigarettes anc tebacco. 

*We think that the retail tobacco trade 
should have had more special mention as a 
trade of first-class importance, and that it 
should not have been sandwiched between 
sweets and newspapers as has apparently 


een done 

“Taking the classification of hucka-ers-— 
under three different headimgs—in this list 
we find 1,773 shaps. with sales of £178,206, 
which shows an average turnover per shop 
of approximately £100 per annum. 

“Until licensing or some form of restric- 
tion is brought into foree the retail 
tobacconist cannot hope for the protection 
necessary to enable him to carry on his 
business in a profitable way, and W the 
number of shops is allowed to ag as 
heretofore a number of traders will find it 
impossible to continue. This state of things 
would, of course, have its effect on employ- 
ment, as ‘family workers’ are not used by 
the better class of retail tobacco shops. 
“The findings of this Association, as put 
forward at the sittings of the ‘ Meredith’ 
Commission on shops licensing, were adopted 
and embodied. we Pe in the report, and 
we are still of the opinion that licensing is 
the only remedy for preseut-day multiplicity 
of shops.

For physical is srian better accommodation 
in the form of suitable rooms is urgently 
needed in a large number of schools, and 
more time should be devoted to a course of 
exercises devised on scientific lines. 

The certificate examinations attract a still 
increasing number of candidates, and it is 
gratifying to note a tendency to take a 
somewhat broader view of the school curri- 
culum in the selection of subjects. 

The general position of technical education 
in the province, apart from a steady improve- 
ment in the accommodation provided, remains 
on the same level as in previous years, and 
the attendance of students was well main- 
tained. There appears to be in the handiing 
of some classes a definite need for more 
technological work, exemplified in a more 
scientific attitude towards the performance of 
practical operations, and a greater knowledge 
of the theories and principles underlying 
them. Facility in manipulation is not 
enough ; it is necessary that a fall understand- 
ing of principles should be inculcated, so that 
the subject may be seen in a wider hight and 
progressive development brought within the 
powers of the stadent.

E have made great progress with 
our re-armament programme, and 
we shall continue with it until the nations 


of the world reach an international agree- | 


ment for the limitation and reduction of- 
armaments,’’ declared Mr. Malcolm 
Macdonald, the Dominions Secretary, in 
the Third Disarmament “ Commission '' of 
the Assembly this afternoon. 

“ Britain is not arming because she has 
aggressive designs against anyone,” he 
added. ‘‘It is by way of insurance for 
her own people. Her great imperial re 
sponsibility and her international under- 
takings have forced it upon her.” : 

Dealing with thejsubject of disarma- 
ment. Mr. Macdonatd said that if they 
wanted to make a further advance they 
must first tackle the causes of their failure 
in the past. This was largely due to a 
lack of confidence in European nations. 
Their primary task, therefore, must be the 
restoration of that confidence. It was an 
essential preliminary to any advance. 


MANUFACTURE OF ARMS 

“TL must not be thought that nothing 
could be done at the present time,” he 
said. “H the convention on budgetary 
publicity were generally accepted we should 
also be ready to fall into line, and if an 
agreement for the control of trade in, and 
manufacture of, arms were envisaged our 
policy would not be obstructive.’

of the uses of eleairicity yesterday to an 
Irish Times reporter. ‘‘ We have been able 
to save loss of time and and loss of money 
in workshops and factories by getting them 
properly lighted. In business places we have 
been able to increase sales. In one business 
house they put in lighting according to our 
specification and it was discovered that three 
times as many people looked in that window 
as compared with th: other windows in the 
shop. In another business house, after the 
installation of a proper system of lighting, 
as advertised by the Electricit upply 
Board’s experts, sales were doubled in the 
course of the next six months.” 

The Electricity Supp:y Board has appa- 
rently gone ‘‘all out”’ for scientific salesman- 
ship and is aiming at a reformation of the 
life of the city, hygienically and  commer- 
cially, by applied ag. of lighting with 
electricity which have been established by 
recent experimental research. 


DEMONSTRATIONS 


At 15 Upper O’Connell street. Dublin, the 
Lighting Service Bureau of the Board has 
opened for a fortnight with specially fitted 
show and lecture rooms, where leaders of the 
commercial world, professional and business 
men, as well as managers and controllers of 
schools and — and directors of places 
where large numbers of children and adults 
live and work are invited to have de- 
monstrated to them the importance of right 
lighting and how in all circumstances and 
situations it may be done. The results are 
guaranteed in all senses to be profitable. 

Mr. J. Creagh, lecturer to the Lighting 
Service Bureau, yesterday, at 15 Upper 
O'Connell street, gave a striking demonstra- 
tion of the effect of light on sight. Most of 
the harm he said, was done by reading in 
a poor intensity of light. He demonstrated 
the use of a little instrument, carried in his 
waistcoat pocket. By this it is possible to 
find accurately the intensity of light satis- 


factory to one’s eyes, so as to enable one to 


read or work in comfort. He contrasted the 
pearl and clear lemps, showing how the eye 
appreciates correctly diffused light, and ex- 
hibited the right and wrong lighting—fittings 
for the home, the factory and the shop window 
display. 


EXPERTS 


At the Lighting Service Bureau is a staff of 
specially trained experts, who will give 
advice and assistance gratis on lighting 
problems, 

A matter of peculiar interest to women who 
expend artistic care on the decoration of their 
homes was the demonstration of light effects 
on colour, and the operation of light direction 
and diffusion on sculpture and the ornaments 
of a room. Parents, employers, teachers, and 
all who have in their ba the sight, of 
other persons, can obtain surprising informa- 
tion as to the harm bad illumination may 
cause, and also cet, invaluable help in dis- 
charging the serious obligation of providing 
healthy and comfortable sight conditions for 
those in their care.

“Generally spea. ing the old methods, which 
have for their object attack more than defence, 
proved more effective, and certainly more in- 
teresting to watch. There is some reason to 
believe that our own professional teams. will 
be reverting this season to the type of foot- 
ball which obtained for so long a period, and 
was only changed because it was thought to 
meet the situation created by the alteration 
in the off-side rule. If this is so, an improve- 
ment in the results of our international games 
may follow,” says the report. 
it is revealed that discussion on various 
points arising in connection with the control 
of international football was held between 
British officials and parties holding high office 
with the Federation International de Football 
Association. 
The Football Association, as the senior of 
the four British Associations, undertook the 
financial responsibility of the trip to Berlin.

An unofficial lightning strike of employés 
of the Hammond Lane Foundry, Fearse 
street, Dublin, took place yesterday morning. 

The workers concerned are members of the 
Irish Engineering and Foundry Union.

The men’s grievance is that the firm was 
seeking to impose overtime upon them with- 
out payment, but this allegation is denied by 
the management. i 

It appears that the proposal was made 
that certain work which arose as a result of 
the fire should be done by the workers after 
hours with a view to getting the establish- 
ment back to normal as soon as possible, but 
when the men demanded payment for this 
work the suggestion was not 
Members of two other unions, 
about 400, are still at work. 

During the early portion of the day a picket 


| was on duty at the foundry, but later the 


workers, with the exception of one or two 
boys, left to attend a meeting at their union 
headquarters, Gardiner place. They did not 
return. No statement was issued by the 
union at the conclusion of the meeting, but 
a report on the men’s case was placed before 
the Executive Committee at a meeting last 
night. pe 

Disappointment at the workers’ attitude at 
a time when the firm was endeavouring to 
overcome the disorganisation caused by the 
fire was expressed by a representative of the 
manayement yesterday afternoon. This re- 
preseitative added that the firm had received 
no communication from the union regarding 
any grievance before the strike started. ' As 
far as we can see,” he said, “ the men are 
taking full advantage of our present difficul- 
ties ai a time when we were expecting their 
help and co-operation.”
